Prostitution, the great evil of 
civilization, which is a real cancer, 
with its concommitant increase of 
bastardy, is practically unknown to 
countries where plurality of wives is 
allowed as a remedial measure. 

IT IS WRONG to suppose that 
any of the Islamic institutions can 
ever do wrong to mankind, for Islam 
aims at the welfare of humanity. If 
we carefully and with an unprejudi- 
ced mind study the law of divorce, 
we shall find that : it is sanctioned 
hf no other reason but good of Soc* 
iety. Occasions do arir,e when me 
separation of a married cauple beco- 
mes indispensable. The Quran sanct- 
ions divorce only in cases when all 
attempts to bring about conciliation 
between husband and wife fails. It 
may be added here that, though 
divorce is allowed by Islam if suff- 
icient cause exists, yet the right is 
to be exercised under exceptional 
circumstances. The Prophet Moham- 
med said : " Of all the things which 
have been permitted to men, divorce 
is the most hated by God " . 

Thus, it is clear that Islam has 
not allowed divorce as a general 
rule, it is only to be exercised in 
cases when nothing but divorce can 
help the society. 

The Holy Qur'an says : " Your 
wives have rights against you as yen 
bave fights against than* " . 



Islam is the only religion that 
imposes itself as a universal religion 
of all humanity in ail times and as 
such it appears ns a natural religion 
which man embraces, guided by his 
moral and intellectual faculties with- 
out being in need of preiminary 
apprenticeship. 

It offers itself as the first relig- 
ion revealed to r.ll those who are 
sent by God, whom people in a 
state of ignorance wronged by unirue 
and false commentations with a 
view to satiate their ambitions and 
subdue the peoples. 

It reco:i]tn£;r,us to its aciepii to 
put lai'j in nil U''se who are sent 
by Go-' wheihf't- known by their 
names or \l\\y.\'a\ unheeded. 

It upill.s the mind &o as to 
make in the only master in alt the 
disputes that r.rise concerning faith 
and the private and social behaviour, 
thus conferring the mind all the 
power which belong to it. 

It condemns imitation and clai- 
ms from the believer to establish 
the truth of his faith. 

It claims absoluie equality bet- 
ween all, and condemns any sense 
of nationality. 

That is Islam, the Religion of 
God ; open your heart to its light, 
and try to study and practise the 
teachings in the Holy Qur'an, leave 
evary fanaticism out of your mind, 
be. fust and true. 
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There is none like God, from 
Him all has come and to Him all 
return. He is the light of ihe heavens 
and earth, the Glorious, 'he Magnifi- 
cent, the Beautiful, the Eternal, the 
Infinite, the First and the Last. 

ISLAM TEACHS US to respect 
all the prophets of God, and to 
believe in them, Mohammad was the 
last and not ihe onlv prophet of 
Islam. From the beginmg of the world 
"Islam" has exis'ed inspired by God, 
but the people wrongly named it 
afrer t e p r oph?ts of every period. 
This inco r rect step was 'ho root of 
misunderstanding nnd fanaticism bet- 
ween various elements of humanity. 

God has sent prophets to all 
mankind, to tell them to fulfil His 
will and to lead a sound life, and to 
believe in the resu"rsr:!ion. after 
death, nnd in the day of judgement. 

Erroneously one speaks of fata- 
lism and predestination in Islam ; the 
Muslim believes in direct separation 
of good and evil, all tHat is creaied 
by God is good, and being used 
after its true direction will lead to 
happiness, but if it be abused will 
lead to evil and soirow. 

Every Muslim believes in the 
responsibility of his own deeds, and 
carries his own burdens, and none 
can take the responsibility of other's 
sins. 

Difference of nations and colo- 
urs as well as varieties of beliefs 
are unknown in Islam. In Islam the 



whole of humanity forms one family, 
combining the black and white into 
one uni'y of brethren. 

Many bad ideas are spread by 
fanatics about polygamy and divorce 
in Islam. 

Islam does not enjoin polygamy 
nor even permit it unconditionally. 
It permits polygamy under ceriain 
circumstances, and its chief aim is 
to give protection to the gentle sex. 
The Holy Quran has sanctioned 
polygamy as an exception to the 
general rule, and has laid down 
justic and equaliiy between wives as 
a necessary condition for it. Polyga- 
my helps the society. 

It will be admitted on all hands 
that men are breadwinners; they 
take part in strife, struggle and hard 
out-door duties. They also have *o 
go to the battlefields and face the 
bullets of the enemy, therefore, their 
death-rate must be higher than that 
of the female population; and conse- 
quently there must be a huge disparity 
between the number of men and 
women as actually happened after 
the great wars. Polygamy in such 
cases will be a blessing for those 
women who cannot easily find husb- 
ands to protect them. It is not only 
the preponderance of females over 
males that necessitates polygamy in 
certain cases, but there are a variety 
of other circumstances which require 
polygamy to be adopted under exce- 
ptional circumstances, not only for

God has begotten neither sons 
nor daughters. He is the Ail-Mighty, 
the All-Knowing, ihe All-Just, die 
Cheruher of r;e woilds, the Master 
of the East and West, the Auther of 
the Heaveiis and the Earth, the 
Creator of all that exists. He is 
Loving and Forgiving but also just 
and swift in reckoning, The friend, 
the Guide and the Helper. 
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of the verses without looking to i 

dictioary put after the revelation of 
the Qur'an to serve the principles 
of a certain sect, and without incli- 
nation to a certain type of explana- 
tion subjected to weak factors or 
the orientation of those who tries 
to humiliate the islamic nation as 
one of history and message imposed 
upon it to struggle for them. 

This calls to a new revision of 
the books, thosis and treatise which 
speak about Islam and be prod- 
uced to Muslims in their schools, 
institutes or their common life. As 
well as it calls to a new revision of 
she culture which is produced to the 
people in the mosques, in order to 
become an expression of the actual 
reality of the islamic message as a 



j perfect system of the respectful 
j human life. A man being strong in 
the whole aspects of that life, is 
i really one element of that human 
life, while in the same time he is 
polite and self-righteous, especially 
in manner and treating others. 

From ali what we before ment- 
ioned, we come to conclude that the 
begining point is to restore the 
islamic significances to their first 
meanings, and to take the glorious 
Qur'an and the correct prophetical 
sayings as guides in order to define 
cleary that denotations and not to 
be influenced by the other operions 
which were related to Muslims and 
affected by the different human 
states which factly are away from 
the aims of the Islamic message. 
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" The recompense for an injury is an 
injury equal therets ( indegree ), but 
if a person forgives and makes re- 
conciliation, his reward is due from 
Q- d." [S. The consultation, V. 40]. 

This verse clears that man 
can treat the other the same as he 
treats him, evil to evil, but it asks 
believers to be of a higher human 
standerd and net to meet evil by 
evil but by forgiveness and mercy. 

Forgiveness, when it turned to 
the meaning of tolerance — in case 
oi' the unability to meet evil by evil ~ 
it wuild surely be another intruder 
meaning for the forgiveness virtere 
which Islam had made it one of the 
distinguished human manner. Indeed, 
weakness of the Islamic society was 
the cause of giving that new mea- 
ning which is the weakling feature 
of the islamic society. That feature, 
by turn, emanated from the untiding 
of the individual relations and giving 
no attention to the supreme exam- 
ples, but they were only struggling 
to keep their individual life. 



H we trace all the significances 
which represent the islamic virtues, 
and upon which stands the correct 
way of the practical behaviour of the 
Deliver one, we shall find tid that 
they turned and changed to the 
oppossiiion of their first seme. And 
beside that, we shall find that the 
reason of that change i* the society 



itself. Then if we look for the feature 

of the society which inspired that 

change of ihe significances from their 

first sense to their oppositions, we 

shall find also that the individual in 

the islamic socieiy had changed from 

his former state. And that change is 

in no wdy our of that the belief 

which filled the first Muslim's heart 

became lighter in weight or turned 

from being high examples to worldly 

needs and trifle objectives in the 

human life. 

Therefore, ii i» impossible that 
those significances can be restored 
to their first sense, except when the 
Muslim individual be brought up 
according to the islamic teachings, 
and when he feeds the islamic Values 
and represents them in his spirit, 
belief and manner. Furthermore 
Muslim can not be brought up on 
islamic education, unless ihese signi- 
ficances be turnned to iheir first sense 
and be put before him in order to 
understand and carry them out. 

The reformation way, however, 
is a dual one, but it can be passed 
in the same time at which the first 
significances of the islamic underst- 
andings be restored and produced 
to the individuals of the society 
bearing that meanings. 

The way to utilize that, is to 
carry out the instructions of the holy 
Quran according to the full meaning 
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the Teach of hand, as in the mean- 
time, it did not consider the mean- 
ing of humiliation or at least accept 
the humbleness in any of its differ- 
ent phases. The glorious Qur'an 
clears that evidence completely in its 
verses, it sajs : 

■ Soon will God produce a 
people when He will love as they 
wiil love Him, lowly with the be- 
lievers, migity against the rejecters" 
[S. The Table, V. 57,;, 

"And out of kindness lower to 
them the wing of humility" [ S. The 
children of Isreal, V. 24.] "But lower 
your wing ( in gentleness ) to the 
believers. " [ S. Th« Rocky tract, V. 
83. ] " And lower thy wing to the 
believers who follow thee/' [ S. The 
poets V. 215.] "Wert thou Revere or 
harsh hearted, they would have bro- 
ken away from about thee" [ S. The 
Samily of Imran, V. 259.] 

Actually these verse* ask man 
to avoid urging the believers - by 
any means - to treat their fellows or 
parents arrogantly. But he should be 
of a good behaviour with. The Qur'- 
anic expression* "lowly" "And lower 
your wing" "And lower wing to 
them" refer to that. 

The inclination and deviation 
from the right significance of modesty 
to another meaning such as the ac- 
ceptation of humiliation, keeping in 



humbleness or being unable to remove 
the means of that humiliation or 
humbleness. That surely will be an 
intruder meaning to the former sense* 
which the new condition of 'he 
islamic society resulted it because of 
its new state which is the state of 
weakness and humiliation that spr- 
ings not from Islam, but it completely 
emanates from the relations of Mus- 
lims to each other or from the relat- 
ions of the Muslim cociety with the 
other nations. 

5 — The Forgive ness : 

The same way is forgiveness 
in its significance and its evolution 
from its first meaning to another 
one attached to it. Reading, fen in- 
stance, the sayin of the Almighty 
God "Those who restrain anger, and 
pardon (all) men; for God loves those 
who do good" [ S, The family of 
Imran, V. 134.], we will be sure that 
the significance of forgiveness which 
was considered one of the virtues 
is the abandonment of penalty inspite 
of the ability In perform it. This 
may be more evident in the follow- 
ing saying of God "For God loves 
those who do good." So, clemency 
here is nothing but a methodical 
picture of the respected humanitty 
which can be represented in the 
self-control and forgiving with th* 
ability to take revenge. This mean- 
ing is very evident in God's saying

In 
the Qur'an also there is no distingu- 
ish between ihe human endeavour 
and asking God's help. In this respect 
the glorious Qur'an says : "No reason 
have we why we should not put our 
trust on God. Indeed, He has guided 
u » to the ways we ( follow ). We 



Reading these verses, we will 
cleary observe that the glorious 
Quran has joined two facts to each 
other. It linked the human effort to 
W. asking of God's help. In the first 
verse, it tied between the human 
effort in being patient towards the 
harm caused ts them by enemies, 
and between the asking of God's 
help in order to enable them to be 
patient till they realize the prospec- 
tive result which is to raise the 
values of the human life according 
to the teachings of Islam. The second 
verse also tied between the human 
effort in being disobedient to the 
unbelievers ^nd hypocrites and bearing 
their harm without giving them any 
attention, and between asking the 
divine support till the realization of 
the believer's victory. 

Like that, if we turned to other 
verses such as the saying of God 
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So, if we passed over the qur- 
anic verses in which patience was 
mentioned, we would find that sense 
Which we already denote to, and 
which we considered as the first 
meaning of the patience. This may 
be clear in God's saying "But verily 
thy God, to tho»e who leave their 
homes after trials and persecutions, 
and who thereafter strive and fight 
for the faith and patiently persevere, 
thy God after all this is oft-forgving' 
most merciful," [S. Ths Bees, V. 110,] 
and the saying of God "But if you 
are constant and do right, not the 
least harm will their cunning do to 
you; for God compasseth round 
about all that they do" [S, the family 
of Imran, V. 120|. "And obey God 
and His prophet and fall into no dis- 
putes, lest ye lose heart tmd your 
power depart, and be patient and 
persevering for God is with those 
who patiently persevere." [ S. The 
Spoils of war, V. 46. ] 

And join together in the 
mutual teaching of truth and of 
patience and constancy." [ S. Time 
through the age, V. 3,J 

Saying these verses and mere than 
them, Qur'an calls people to patience 
and asks them to take it as a be- 
heviour. It does not mean more than 
the spiritual bearing for the sake of 
the belief, values and the promeneat 
examples, This is because tht goad 



aim is the most important thing in 
the life of man who has a human 
character and supremacy in his hum 
anity. This in fact is the distingui- 
shed aim in life. Thy aim of life wiil 
not be a human and a d ; :s!ingu>sicd 
one, unless it is for belief in a con 
ain sys» em ot life, and lor the sake 
of realizing this system and carry- 
ing it out. 

But the patience of one who 
can iu.t al'L-rd his iiving needs, or 
who has no vny to ; am bis living 
became of illness, ;>:;'.} the p^'icnee 
of one who is hungry wailing some- 
thing to satisfy him, that ii another 
meaning and significance oi patience, 
but it is not the patience which 
mentioned in 'he propheiical saying 
"patience forms haii of *he belief." 

Therefore, when the meaning 
cf patience turned to the latter 
meaning, this surely mean that it 
turned under the new impression of 
the society at which the Muslim 
society had turned at the beginii.g' 
But the new sphere of that society 
will be a materiaii.sic one which 
urges people to seek their material 
needs, especially after the relations 
and unionization among the individ- 
uals became weak and after the 
muslims became far from seeking the 
human values and examples and 
struggling in order to realize and to 
keep that value*. 
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changing the meaning and significance 
o! the word "clemency : Ihsan", we 
can say also that this change illus- 
trate* the alteration of the society 
itself. Therefore, the history of Islam 
illustrates two kinds of the human 
societies. The firs* h eks for superio- 
rity, highness and it is ready to 
perish in that, cause, while the other 
one looks only far the sufficient 
means d poverty and hunger. Surely, 
clemeny in i;s turning from a signi- 
ficance to another reters to the turn- 
ing from a society "o another. 

The Patience _: 

As to the significance of pati- 
ence, it bad a certain meaning since 
the advent of the fir- 1 islamic society- 
Then when that society turned to 
another one, the paience tcok ano- 
ther meaning in order to go with 
that society. 

Patience at the begining vi ihe 
islamic message v. as the practical 
representative of 'he powerful belief, 
me aiii g that the powerful belief was 
attached to man, he could net leave 
it, as it. also could not leave him, 
Consequently, man bean?, for the sake 
of belief, all the means of spiritual and 
the material harm. Tins is because 
as !o:igas ; ■• j£ a practical expression 
for the powerful belief, there is no 
room for being impatient or fretful. 
God the Almighty, when He adresses 
the prophet "peace may be upon him" 
saying "Thereto* e patiently persever" 



as did all messengers of inflexible 
purpose and be in no haste about 
the unbelievers". He actually means 
to advise him to be patinet especially 
for the belief and preaching to the 
islamic call. Tnis patience was not 
at all a cause of poverty or a psy- 
chological crisis resulting from riis- 
pair in realizing a material personal 
wish, but firstly and lastly it was 
psychological heating ppq parience 
for the fake of the call and to fac: 
the hindrances and obstacle*, which 
his opponents put before him. He 
also considered tinat patience will be 
the bridge on which he will arrive 
to the main purpose, that was to 
succeed in his call. In other word?, 
he aimed to turn the belief in the 
call to a practical result which was 
to build the new society wanted by 
the heavenly message. 

This sense may be assured by 

the saying of God "Out they never 
lost heart if they met with «<i:*:yster 
in God's way; nor did they weaken 
{in will) nor give in. And God loves 
those who are firm and stead last.'' 
[S. the Family of Imran, V. 146 } 

This verse clearly denotes that 
paMence in its first meaning and sign- 
ificance was spiritual bearing-far the 
sake of belief and call to the divine 
message-before being a material 
one, especially because poverty aud 
hunger. 
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first islamic significances alone-which 
is the distinguished human one. 
Therefore, when the Qur'an says 
*But do good, for God love'h those 
who do good" "We have enjoined on 
man kindness to his parents", it does 
not mean more than to utilize a 
hi'ir.an treatment, manner and be- 
haviour. Furthermore, when it says 
"w.'K.ever submits his whole self 
to Q >d and is a doer of good, has 
grasped indeed die most trustworthy 
hand-hold " [ S. Luqman. V. 2?. ] 
"Behold : he that is righteous and 
patient, never will God surfer the 
reward to be lost, of these who do 
rfghi" "And those who strive in our 
{ came ), We will certainly guide 
them to our pains : For verily God 
is with those woo do right", it surely | 
means alone the ciiaracter of pious- 
ness, patience and struggling in the 
cause of the high principJes aud the 
human vaiues. It is the human char- 
acter which raised to the high stand- 
ard of humanity defined by the 
significance of clemency. 

All what the holy Qur'an men- 
tioned, whether related to goodness 
or adapted from it such as clemency 
and good doer, does not bear any 
more meaning than what we refered 
to. That is the standard which causes 
spiritual stability and strcng relations 
between man and other. 

When the meaning of clemency 



after that changed or deviated to the 
meaning of material giving or charity, 
that realv came as a result of turn- 
ing of the society and its objectives 
from struggling the cause of the 
high standard of humanity, its prin- 
ciples and examples, to the means 
of earning living and struggling for 
it aione. In other words, this change 
came as a result ot the alteration of 
the society's objectives from being 
methodical to materialistic enes. 

As a matter of fact, the islamic 
society turned to that materia! objec- 
tive only when it became weak and 
when there ".as a long dislance bet- 
ween the conception of the actuality 
of the human values and the mobi- 
lization through belief in order to 
realize its actuality. Clemency in its 
turning from the meaning of the high 
standard of humanity to the meaning 
of how to earn the material living, 
surely illustrates the evolution of the 
islamic society itself, when it turned 
from the methodical society of the 
power, belief, stability, cooperation, 
unionization and of strong advance- 
ment in realizing Its examples and 
aims, into a society away from all 
that, whether in the relations among 
its members or in its aims and ob- 
jectives or in the way of realizing 
its own purposes of lite. 

IF we say that the alteration 
of that society was the cause of 
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reach to that standard, eisept the 
one who itrives hard to become a 
man and to reach the standard of 
humanity. He is always careful to 
avoid egoism, all the means of lusts, 
sexual desires and both internal and 
external instigative factors which 
have the power to deviate him from 
being o! promenent human standard. 
This sense is deary illustrated by 
the Qur'an in God's saying " But do 
thou good, as God ha ; j been good 
to thee, and seek not ( c-ccardons f»r) 
mischief in the land " ( S. The Narr- 
ation, V. 77. ). 

The good things which God the 
Almighty has bestowed on man are 
a* follows : Fristly, he creation of 
man, the holy Qur'an say* " And 
has given you shape, and made your 
shapes beautiful " ( S. The believer, 
V. 64. ) 

Secondly, His guidance to man 
which is completed by belief in God 
and worshipping Him, as it is illust- 
rated in the prophetical saying "You 
worship God the same as if you see 
Him " aswering a questioner about 
clemency. 

As a matter of fact, clemency 
in its first significance and meaning, 
since the advent of islam, is the 
human distinguished and insructive 
sense which be expressed by saying 
and action. In this respect the Qur'an 
says :"0 ye who believe ! ihe law 



of iquaUty is prescribed to you in 
casei of murder : The free for the 
free, the slave for the slave, the 
woman for the woman, but if any 
remission is made by the brother of 
the slain; then grant any reasonable 
demand and compensate him with 
handsome gratitude. " ( S. The cow, 
V. 178. ) " Coma not nigh to the 
orphan's property except to improve 
it" "The pariies should either h Id 
together on equitable terms, or sepa- 
rate with kindncis. " " W^en a 
(courteous) greeting is offered ym, 
meet it with a greating still more 
courteous or ( at last ) of equal 
courtesy" "Speak fair to the people" 
"Say to My servants that they should 
(only) say those things that ;re 
best. " 

"Invite (all) to the wa-; of ihy 
God with wisdom and beautiful prea- 
ching; and argue with them in ways 
thai are best and most gracious". 

The above mentioned verses 
have demonstrated the different 
aspects of the honourable human 
picture which gives the quaii y < I 
clemency to its owner, and which 
makes any thing springs from him 
good, whether it is deed, words, 
action, behaviour, call or neighbour- 
hood, 

The other verses in which the 
holy Qur'an asked man to be clement, 
give the meaning of clemency in is 
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Remaining not too long to this 
theoretical aspect in order to inter- 
pret the changes of these significan- 
ces from their former position, we 
have to indicate to some of ihem, 
as we also have to indicate to the 
changes of aims and purposes of 
life. To reach easily to the link 
which we mentioned before, it may 
he better to explain the relation 
between the objectives of the islamic 
message, when it was revealed to 
the Prophet Mohammad " peace may 
be up; n him ", and the meanings and 
iigniticances which ihe message had 
embodied at that time. This link was 
that ilia change of the aim led to 
the change 01 the former difination 
of the significances and meanings. 
Verily, the islamic Message — as we 
aggregately before said — put the 
lines of the high standard of the 
human beings which Muslim — by 
means of his religion — should reach 
and keep it during all his life time 
as long as he believes in Islam and 
is values. Triese lines also forms 
significances and meanings which 
are, in the same time, commendme- 
nts and which muslims can turn 
them into actions. 

Shortly, these significances and 
meanings are called " Virtues " by 
the ethic scholars. Every body should 
be practised in them till they become 
some of his habits and a seooiid 



nature lor him. It may alio be said 
that the formation of these significa- 
nces and meanings in the human 
being is a picture for the supposed 
rectifying of the good person, a 
picture for the good manner in the 
good mannered person, and a picture 
of education in the educated one. 

/ — The Clemen cy : 

The islamic message when it 
calls people and induce them to 
clemency, it surely aims at creating 
such a man of clemency, or in other 
words the attributes which lead him 
to be of humanity, as humanity in 
iis actual meaning is the goodness 
in all sides and aspects. The glorir.us 
verses in tJs respect obviously 
denute to that meaning. The holy 
Quran says in the chapter of Cave : 
* As to those who believe and work 
righteousness, Verily We shall not 
suffer to perish the reward of any 
who do a ( single ) righteous deed. " 
( V. 30 ). The clemency and goodness 
which mentioned in that verse, and 
which God promised a good recom- 
pense for it, is the same one which 
is represented in belief and good 
deeds. Undoubtedly, belief is an 
elevated picture for humanity, and 
the good deeds — which have their 
effect in leading to co-operation and 
unionization — are also an elevated 
picture for humauity. No one can

BEGIN FROM THE ESSENCE

The islamic message has em- 
bodied * since it was revealed -'he 
meanings and significances which 
denote the way of lite and ihe be- 
qaviour of Ihe human being, whether 
towards his God, his family, or to- 
wards the o'her individuals of his 
society. These meanings and signifi- 
cances were ihe source c,I uging 
and motive of life. The Muslim 
people, during the message era and 
not long alter it, represented all 
these meaning? assd. significances, as 
they cleat ly took them in. This was 
before they had any touch of obliquity 
in their understanding. 

The individuals of the islamic 
society were so strung as they had 
correct orientations and motives in 
life. The islamic socieiy itself, accor- 
ding to that, was a powerful, united 
and more supportable one, whenever 
these meanings and significances 
were sincerely practise;! as a rule of 
behaviour and a monde of life. 
Surely, the aims of the society were 
emanating from these .ignificances 
and meanings, that are not mure 



than a deflation lor the human 
standard to which the human beings 
should raise, if they became lower 
in behaviour or away in direction, 
and to which the> should stand at 
.and keep when they reach it. 

But after that, it was remarked 
that these meanings and significances 
started to be away from its former 
position, and accordingly had another 
view of life and other way of be- 
haviour that differs from that which 
they denoted to during their former 
time of the message and not long 
after it till that change happened. 

This charge may be happened 
because of the other objectives 
which differ from that of ihe mes- 
sage that embodied and defined as 
to be practically utilized in the liie. 
In other words, the cause of turning 
these significances from is Ijri??er 
position- which <vas to raise p«eple 
to the human standard and to k?ep 
standing at it-may be the abandon- 
ment of the true objectives of I'rc 
i message itself. 
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The charge of the orphaned 
Mohamed was undertaken by Abd 
A! Mmalib his grandfather A. D. 576. 

Ibn Hisbam in his book "Assira" 
narrated how his grandfather has 
preserved traditions of fondness, and 
bow the oid man of fourscore years 
has treated the child spreading a 
rug tor him under the shadow of 
the kaaba protecting him from the 
rudeness of his own sons etc. 



God adds in the same Surah 
" And found thee erring and guided 
thee " This verse refers also to the 
puzzle which Mohamed was endur- 
ing, and the loss in which Mohamed 
was staggering without comfort. 

Up to his 40ih year, Mohamed 
Allowed the religion of Ebraham the 
prophet. Tabari says that when he first 
entered on his office of prophet, even 
his wife khadiga had read the scri- 
puires, and was acquainted wish the 
history of the prophets, hut his com- 
tirmity can only have been partial. 

God rescued Mohamed from 
erring and wandering. His puzzle 
reached its zenith when he became 
fony years oid. He isolated himself in 
the cave of "Heraa" to worship his 
fllmigrny Lord. Ail of a sudden he 
found his way to confort and bliss. 
Some interpreters say that 
Mohamed was once lost in the desert 
oi Mecca, and somebody led him to 
his uncle Abu Taleb. Others say that 
he lost his way across the way lea- 
ding to Syria. 



On the ether hand some interp- 
reters say that Mohamed sustained 
loss after his nurse " Halima " has 
taken him when he was a baby. 

According to me his puzzle 
was due to ;he impatience, and idol- 
atry with which he was living. He 
was anxious to leave the foul air to 
a pure one. 

God adresses his messenger not 
to wrong the orphan, and not to 
chide away one wr:o asks him, and 
to tell abroad the favours of his Lord. 

God gave him these orders 
because he was an orphan, and 
underwent heavily the burdens of 
orphanage. Every person is exposed 
to have an orphan, or to be himself 
the orp':an. 

The prophet was in searsh of 
guidance, and asking for conforr. it 
is nut meant by " one who asks " a 
beggar, but it is meant generaly one 
who seeks your aid, guide, or 
consult. 

Ore should confess with the 
favours of God. The rich who does 
not spend his money in the respects 
of good dens noi tell about the 
favour of his great Lord. 

The savant who doos not spread 
knowledge, and teac i one who seeks 
cognisance does not teli abroad the 
invaluable favours of the bjunteous 
God. 

It is stated that if Gcd bestows 
upon a slave a favour, He loves to 
see its traces on him. 
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hate thee, and verily the latter port- 
ion will be better for thee than the 
former. And verily thy Lord will give 
unto thee so ttiat thou wilt be 
content. Did He net iind thee an 
orphan and protect thee. Did He not 
find thee wandering and direct thee ? 
Did He not find thee destitute and 
enrich thee? Thereioie '.he orphan 
oppress not. Thereioie One who asks, 
drive not away, therefore Of the 
bounty of thy Lord be thy discourse." 

This Surah is called "Ad'Duha" 
or the morning hours. It took its 
name from the first verse. Ad'Duha 
is the light of the sun during the 
youth of the day. God swears by 
the lightness of. the day explaining 
the first meaning " By the sun and 
his noonday lightness " ( S. the sun, 
V. 1.) On the other hand He swears 
explaining the secondmeaning "On 
the feast day be your meeting, and 
in broad daylight let the people be 
assembled" (S. Taha. V. 59J 

Consequently the word " Ad 
"Duha" has two meaning, but in both 
cases it is worthy of swearing. 

God swears after that by the 
night when it is still. In this way God 
swears by two contrasts : movement, 
and stillness. The hours of the morn- 
ing refer to the revelation, and the 
night symbolizes its suspense. Move- 
ment is alway followed by stillness. 

God adds that surely the future 
should be betier jo; 1 him than the past. 
It is not neccessary to focus the mean- 
ing of the future on the day of judge- 



ment, but one may understand that 
the consequences of affairs would be 
better than the previousattitudes. 

God reassures his pledge, and 
swears that his Lord will be boun- 
teous to him in the end. and the 
Prophet will be satisfied. 

God fulfilled his promise, and 
Mohamed emerged triumphant from 
all these calamities. God revealed 
him at the pilgrimage of farewell 
-This day have 1 perfected your 
religion for you, and completed my 
favour unto you, and have chosen 
for you as religion "Al Islam", |Surah 
the table spread V, 3. ] 

God adds in the Sural-, ol 
Ad'Duha "Did he not find thee an or- 
phan, and gave thee home" This verf-e 
refers to the early life of Mohamed. 

^Mohamed grew up orp'.'anod 
because as soon as his father got 
married with his mother "Amina" 
He made for Syria with the view to 
carrying on commerce. On his arrialv 
at Madina he sent his last breath, 
and was burried there. His son 
Mohamed was not yet born. 

Abu Taleb took care of him 
and he was the person who called 
him "Mohamed". His love exceeded 
when bis mother died and the child 
was Still six years old. 



His mother was accustomed to 
visit his father's tomb at Madina 
every year. In the course of the last 
visit she fall ill. Then she faced 
smiling her doomed fate.

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Elbokhari related that Aisha had 
laid ; u the divine insprialion appea- 
red at first to ihe messenger of God 
ns a righteous drer.m while he was 
asleep. Every dream which he had 
dreamt appeared as the breaking of 
the morning. He became iticked to 
the empty places to forget the world. 
He isolated himself in the cave of 
u Heraa " where he worshipped God 
several nights before returning to his 
family. 

He was accustomed to return 
at times to Khadiga to supply him- I 
jell' with food. Afterwards he haste- 
ned to the cave to continue his task 
to worship his Lord. All of a sudden 
God revealed the loss which had 
befallen him. Gabriel, the angel- 
descended, and addresied him 
" Recite " Mobamed replied " I am 
not a reciter ! " Then he embrasged, 
and covered him, and directed the 
speech to him again " Recite ". The 
prophet answered " I am not a reci- 
ter ". The angel took him once more, 
then he said " Recite " The prophet 
reanswered " I am not a reciter " . 

Gabriel did not despair, and 
took the prophet aud covered him. 
When he releazed him he told him 
abruptly " Recite thou in the name 
of thy Lord who created man from 
clots ot blood. Recp thou I for thy 
Lord is the most beneficeit, who 
hath taught the use of pan, hath 



taught man that which he knoweth 
not ", 

The prophet returned back 
trembling out t.f f,;ar. As soon as he 
caught a glimpse of his wife Khadiga 

I bent Khowayled he cried out " wrad

| They wrapped him till the 

images of fears, and the portraits 
of terror forsook hini. 

Notwithstanding Mohamed was 
afraid, and filled with fright yet he 
was convinced that ;he right which 
had espied was the light which he 
had been eager to fill his eyes with 
it. It was the guidance which he wa» 
anxious to appear to enlighten the 
dark hearts, the biis.;, and the bless- 
ing for the confused souls. 

When the divine inspiration for- 
went him, and the prophet received 
no revelation he became downcasted, 
and seemed in low spirits. Many 
appeals were raised to God to rev- 
eal his sorrow, sadness, fear, and 
inpatience. The idolators mocked him 
saying Allah of whom we used to 
hear so much, had forsaken poor 
Mohamed and now hates him. God 
animated his dead hopes, and vitali- 
sed his lost prospects " In the name 
of Allah, the beneficent, the merciful. 
By the morning hours and by the 
night when it is stillest, the Lord 
hath not forsaken thee, nor doth God

Mohamed, the prophet, was 
bora in the 10 th of Rabee Alawal 
571 A. D. v Inch was called the 
elephand year. When he grew up, 
and reached the are of consideration, 
discernment.and choice, he felt that 
he was foriegn to the environment 
in which he lived. He felt loathoom- 
cneps, and disgust towards the 
custom?, and habits of the Arab 
society. 

He refused to drink wine, and 
gamble. He rejected to eat what was 
slaughtered -n the posts. He declined 
to attend the fessts of their idols, 
and image worshipping. 

He hold strong aversion, deep 
detestation, and profound repugnance 
towards the pre Islamic custom of 
burying daughters alive, injuring the 
rights of the weak, and appropiiating 
the wealth of the others without the 
atom of tight. 

As well as he grew up he 
became more di$gu*tive with idolatry 
and oppression. He felt great pain, 
eud soiling spiritual torture. All of a 



sudden he made up his mind to 
wipe out these evils, abolish these 
ills, and get rid of these mischiefs. 
He asked God to sustain him in his 
bitter trial. 

Some people noticed his noble 
manners, and mildness, and was 
attracted with his good conduct. They 
called him " the honest ". 

No wonder he holds this name 
because he was a typical ideal of 
fidelity pnd candidness. No one fund 
a way to injure his behaviour. 

When he reached the age of 
forty he got to the climax of distress, 
and annoyance. He became puzzled 
and confused, on occasion of finding 
no way to guide his people or to be 
satisfied with the environments. 

He seeked a method to secure 
him from this bitter impasse, and 
critical predicament. 

He made for the empty place, 
relinquished all people and waited 
for the mercy of our Lord. 
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bv Moslem jurists as all other aspe- 
cts of Moslem legislation until they 
became of so wide a scope as to 
regulate all relations in a way that 
would realise social benefit, and 
general peace. 

These bases were laid by Islam, 
and expounded by Moslem jurists 
and legislators at a time when for- 
mer civilised countries were the vic- 
tims of obsolete traditions that gave 
li tie or no consideration to justice 
and peace. These countries' example 
and outdated tradmon were followed 
by the countries of modern civilisat- 
ion until the modern international 
law in the 17th century laid down 
by a Dutch jurist, and based on the 
principles of natural law now rejec- j 
ed by all jurists as a reliable law ! 
worthy of the consideration accorded j 

to ail other laws. f 

I 

The world has in our modern j 
times tried to ensure peace through 
the establishment of international or' 
ganisations, but the human holocausts 
taking pleace all over the globe, are 
conclusive evidence of the utter fail- 
ure of these triaies to achieve their 
desired ends. 



Compare these with Islam's just 
and frank rules, and its guarantee of 
the realisation of its lavs and dic- 
tates, since it is incumbent on al! 
moslems in accordance with their 
religion to observe and obey these 
dictates whether as concerns them- 
selves or others. 

Quotation may be made in this 
connection of certain God's sayings 
as a commentary on some of these 
internatonal rules, " This is God's 
judgments, God would judge among 
you for He is wise and knowing." 

"Should you do it, there will 
be on eaiih great discord and cor- 
ruption." 

"Judge amongst them in ac- 
cordance with God's revelation, and 
do not follow their whims, and be- 
ware lest they should draw you 
away fiom some of God's revelation. 
Should they refuse to you, know, 
therefore, that it is God's desire that 
should be the victims of their own 
sins, tor many people are impious. 
Do they want the rule 01 ignoranoce? 
But surely God's rule is best for 
those who are judicious and wise."

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party is more numerous than another 
party. " "Therefore take not your 
oath* between you deceitfully, lest 
your foot slips, after it hath been 
steadfastly fixed, and ye taste evil 
in this life, for that you have turned 
aside from the way of God; and ye 
suffer a grievous punishment in the 
life to come." 

Islam laid such strong emphasis 
on the principle of strict compliance 
with covenants. That it considered a 
covenant as constituting a bar to 
the necessity of religion? protection, 
in thn> if a community in a foreign 
country between which and Moslems 
a covenant is concluded, are perse- 
cuted because of their embracing 
Islam, Moslems may not go to their 
support or protection out of respect 
of their Moslems covenant with that 
country. In this sense the Koran says, 
"But they whom have beiieved, but 
have not fled iheir country, shall 
have n3 right of kindred at all with 
you, until they also fly. Yet if they 
ask assistance of you on account of 
religion, it belonged to you to give 
the assistance, except against a 
people between whom and yourselves 
there si, all be a league subsisting." 

The above are briefly the most 
important rule:- by ^hicri Islam regu- 
lated The relations between Moslems 
and other countries, end the treatment 
accorded bv Moslems to non-moslem 
residents ot their own countries. 



Islam has further regulated ge- 
neral international relations on the 
basis explained before; and laid a 
sound foundation for the organisation 
of the treatment of the non-Musiem 
population of moslem countri»s; based 
on the following :— 

1) Participation with Moslems 
in general rights and obligators 

2) Allowability of non- moslem 
ruler; and that a moslem ruler may 
deal with such affairs in accordance 
with their own religions. 

3) Fair treatment to non-mos- 
lems. Various commandments were 
given by the Prophet to treat non- 
moslems fairly and equitably. 

4) Religious tolerance provided 
non-moslems, religious practices are 
not of a nature to impair Moslems, 
faith in their religion. Islam has, thus, 
and since 14 centuries ago, ensured 
freedom of faith which was respon- 
sible for much aggression and perse- 
cution in Europe, until it was at 
long last ensured in modern times. 

These are the basis on which 
international general and private re- 
lations were regulated by Islam. 
They were laid down by the Koran, 
expounded by Moslem legislation, 
explained by the Prophet's and his 
followers' actions, and then subjected 
I to exhaustive discussion and study 
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tribute that has been collected from 
them, and inform them that you 
return their money on account of the 
news received of the considerable 
forces levied against Moslems who 
being incapable to check them in 
accordance with a previous condition, 
should return the collected tribute 
until such time as they emerged 
victorious by Gjd's will, when the 
said condition and the agreements 
between them and non - moslems 
would again be given effect. " 

In this Islam does not ignore 
the necessity. 'A exercising mercy 
and clemency, through the impermi- 
ssibility of any tribute being imposed 
ob women, minors, those of weak 



^slam permit*, however, revocation 
of covenants only in case this is 
justified by any emergency or expe- 
dience between Moslems and their 
enemiee, but necessitates that the 
enemy should be enabled to commu- 
nicate the notice of revocation to 
all parts of their country. A relevan- 
tstatement by El-Kamal Ibn KI- 
Hammam, the Hanafi Jurist, in expo- 
unding God's saying, " Should you 
fear treason from a people, revoks 
your covenant with V.ieir, t lor God 
dislikes traitors, " is to the following 
effect, " Mere notice of revocation is 
insufficient, for the enemy should be 
allowed enough time for their king 
to communicate the new all over hia

Convent* in the view of Islam 



Islam makes it incumbent on 
Moslems that their policy regarding 
convenants in general should be baaed 
on relaxation with a view to the 
establishment of peace and jusctice. 



In this connection it might be 
apptodriate to quote the following 
koranic verses which rightly provide 
a clear illustration of Islam's general 
rule regarding the respect of promi- 
ses, "Perform your covenant with 
God, when you enter into covenant 
with him, and violate not your oaths, 
after the ratification thereof, since

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example of this is provided by the 
treatment meted out by Moiwieh to 
Armenians to whom lull liberty was 
given to appoint their own rulers* 
judges,-, and chiefs, and to retain 
their own religious! and military 
traditions. 

Islam leaves to Moslems the 
appreciation at their discretion of 
the value to them of each kind of 
these treaties, with one single res- 
triction, namely that the treaty should 
be consistent with basic islamic rules, 
and the general legislation of Islam. 
This is derived from the Proph- 
et's saying, " All conditions that are 
not found in God's book are null 
and void," and is similar with the 
practice of modern countries to con- 
sider all treaties 'hat are not con- 
sistent with the Constitution as 
invalid. 

The above principle is not, 
however, enclusively used in the in- 
terests o* Moslems, as it is also 
applied to non-moslems. In This sense 
certain jurists say : « H a ruler salts 
freedom of faith against a tribute 
provided he is given freedom to rule 
his people in an arbitrary manner, 
killing men, and managing their af- 
fairs corruptly and injustice while 
being able to stamp it out is ungodly." 



Islam permils Moslems to i r- j 
ego in necessity certain of their j 
Tights; or to conclude peace treaties j 



with ethers, or to advance them with 
money in expectation <J some future 
good, or a> protec'ion of foreseen 
evil. A good example of this is af- 
forded by the Hodaybieh Pease Tre- 
aty which is indicative of Islam's 
tolerance, and flexibility fur the 
attainment of a state ol peace and 
tranquility. 

Closely related to the peace 
treaties is Islam's establishment of 
the Triple of tribute payment. 
Tribute is not as imagined by cer- 
tain people an exemption from em- 
bracing Islam, or a security from 
aggression, for it only serves as a 
symbol of the lojalty ot tribute pra- 
yers, and their abstention from caus- 
ing distmbances, or hindering the 
Islamic movemen. It also represents 
a financial contribution which enables 
them to take part in the active 
administration of their county's 
affairs, and be afforded with full 
security as regards their families and 
wealth. 

It was related in the " Bock of 
Tribute" by Imam Abou Youfsef 
that Abou-Abda, having concluded a 
peace wi'h the people of Syria and 
collected taxes from them, learnt 
that the Greeks had levied strong 
armies agaist the Modems, and 
subsequently wro*e to the rulers of 
moslem cities in the following terms. 



" Return to non-moslems me 
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is an expect of true faith. God says 
in appreciating the qualities of true 
believers. 

"They give food to the poor, 
and the orphan, and ihe bondman, 
for his »e.ke, saying. We feed you 
for God's sake only, we desier 
no recompense f'om you, ngjr any 
thank:-:." 

Moslem rulers were given full 
liberty io release their prisoners at 
their discretion either with or with- 
out ransom, in the light of public j 
in crest. The Prophet himself has 
given money ransom to release pri- 
soners and to tha* snme end arran- 
ged for the instruction of Moslem 
children in writing. As io the Prophet's 
giving authority Lr slavery in was 
necessitated by the social conditions 
prrevailin at the time, th--ug inconsi- 
stent with the general legislation 
words," and either give them a free 
dismissal after wir Is or exaci a 
riii.som." 

The legislation embodied in the 
above verse together with the 
Prophet's own actions a: a clearly 
inii'jitive of the fact thai Moslem 
rulers are eniided in certain circmn- 
■Iancas to such rights as would 
enable them to deal with problems 
without their rights constituting 
general legislation for nil times. 

Just ai islam has advocated 



generous and mercdul treatment to 
war prisoners, it has also made 
legislation for ihe di*Uributicn of the 
spoils of war jus 1 and equitably, 
giving the right of 'heir acquisition 
to those who obtained them without 
distinction being drawn in this 
respect between Moslems and others. 

Islam 1$ most observant ol the 
realisation of peac* arid security for 
the world, and therfiore calls on all 
Moslems to be peaceful, and not to 
follow the footsteps of Satan. In this 
sense God revealed to hi? Prophet, 
" If they incline to peace, do you 
also incline thereto, and put thy 
confidence in God " 

Islam sec-Ls to achieve; this end 
through negotiations in i eordance 
with usuii prac-ie, accepting mess- 
| angers an;! cuvors' mediation, without 
| formalities that might lead to comp- 
etition or confusion. On these bases 
Iilum concludes treaies either for 
the temporary cessation of hostilities 
or in other words armistice, the 
Hodaybieh Treaty, v.- Una] terminat- 
ion of war as occurred in the Negran 
wars when the e.iomv was required 
to place themselves under Moslem 
protection on certain agreed condit- 
ions. 

There is another tort of treaties 
whereby tha country forming party 
to a treaty is assured of self-gover- 
nment under moslem sovereignty. An 
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other benefits in the fields of indus- 
try, culture, and other aspects of 
social activity. A striking example 
of Moslem tolerance is provided by 
the great attention given by Moslem 
doctors to their wounded enemies 
a ^ in the wars of Salah-el-Dino 
against the crusaders. 

No restriction is placed on 
Moslems in this connection except 
to take such precautionary measures 
as to protect themselves, their coun- 
try, and their religion. They are thus 
prohibited to sell their arms, munit- 
ions, equidment or ir.rses to their 
enemiei. 

The system of "security" further 
serves to provide an opportunity for 
those to whom ; t is graned to be 
acquainted *-;*h the realities of Islam, 
and to closeiv f;.i> i*s aims and 
objects, and this -served in turn to 
propagate islamic principles, and to 
communicate God's words unci com- 
mandments to distant counties with- 
out war. 

Certain Moslem jurists are o{ 
the opinion that " Moslem rulers 
should on the expiry of the period 
of security inferred to a preson, 
allow him a further period of time 
which may be sufficiently long as to 
obviate any possible embarrassemeut 
to him especially if he has such 
dealings as might require a lengthy 
time." 



6) Of the traditions of Islam in 
wartime is the protection of mes- 
sengers charged with the communic- 
ation of information between Moslems 
and their enemies, the extreme care 
exercised lot their safety until they 
return of their bases, and the refusal 
to retain them even if thev disown 
their people. Evidence of this tradit- 
ion is provided by many actions of 
the Prophet, a distinguished example 
of which was reported by AbU'Rafei. 
He said, "Quaraish Kent me to the 
Prophet on whim be God's peace 
and blessings. When I came to rim; 
1 experienced an ardent desire to 
embrace Islam, and therefore con- 
siedrcd not to return back to Quor- 
afch. So I said to the Prophet, u ! 
Messenger of God; I shah not return 
to (hem", whertupon he replied, "l 
never break a promise or a pbdge. 
So return to them, and if yesi *iill 
feel the same desire, come bank 
to us" 

, 7) Treatment of rvar orisoners 

| constitutes an important sectl u of 

Moslem Legislation recommending 

that they should be treated with 

kindness and generosity. 

Regarding such treatment, the 
Prophet once laid, "Thou must trnat 
thy prisoners fairly, and "Gather" thy 
food and send it to ihem ". On the 
other hand the Koran urges that war 
prisoner* be treated with clemency 
and considers this as charity w h>'-. 
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conformity with the principle of the 
impermissibility of fighting the non~ 
combattant women, children, the old; 
the incapacitated and civilians that 
fighting nations should on no account 
be starved, ami the necessary provi- 
sions prevented from reaching thern, 
although this may be permitted as 
regards fighting forces. 

5) One of Islam's principles 
during wartime which is indicative 
of tolerance is the permissibility for 
fighting individuals and nations to 
get in touch with Moslem";, enter 
their country where they may stay 
for a certain period during which 
they are entitled to transact comme- 
rcial aad other business underthe 
protection of certain tradition known 
in Moslem Legislation as " Security " 
whereby they are assured of every 
protection both as regards their lives 
and wealth so long as they ramain 
in Moslem territories. They are 
granted further facilities, privileges, 
and immunities which are not even 
enjuyed by Moslems and are called I 
to account only far crimes which | 
endanged the safety and security of 
the State, or involve aggression 
against Moslems. 

islam has gone a further step 
forward in this respect by entitling 
all moslems of all social classes, to 
give refuge and security, provided 
that the safety f raoslems be assured 



by ascertaining that the persons to 
whom security is granted have no 
such power at iheir disposal, and 
are not disposed insuch a way as to 
threaten Moslems to act as spies on 
them, or ia cause distrubances. 

This does not; however, mean 
that the rights *\ Moslem rulers to 
exerchje their authority in the mana- 
gement of their people's affairs is 
either overlooked or ignored, for on 
ihe contrary, they are entitled in 
virtue of their fjeneral jurisdiction, 
and discretionary management of 
affairs in the best interests of their 
people to invalidate any " security " 
offcrred by a Moslem which has not 
fulfilled trie necessary requirements. 
They ar fur her authorised to restrict 
or to prevent altogether the practice 
of individuals to g-'ant Security. 

This principle of security which 
as already referred to is clearly illu- 
strative one of biamic tolerance in 
a degree that has never been attai- 
ned even b, modern civilised nations" 
has its origin in God's saying, 
" Should an unbeliever seek thy 
protection, grant him protection until 
he h uirs the words of God, and then 
assure him o: his security. " 

By the grace of this "security"' 
Islam allows commercial exchanges 
between Moslems and their fighting 
enemies; as well as the exchange of 
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thy enemy, invite him to accept one 
of three alternatives." 

In this connection a noted re- 
ligious jurist said, " Through this 
invitation we make our intention 
clear to our enemy \hv we do not 
aim at extorting their wealth or 
taking their families cap lives, for this 
might lead to 'heir &iidiT.ussion with- 
out due invPa'inn Is a i^ T sin 
deserving of God's ■Jsjuieasuife." 

B. /n f/iR ronrsR 0/ Wcrr. 

Islam's aim from vvar is not 
oppressive or destrve'hus neither 
does it favour that people should in 
wars forget the dictates of humanity 
to treat people with kindness and 
mercy, in p spirit of observing just- 
ice, anc fearing G-;d. 

It places on Moslems certain 
obligations in wartime which if obs- 
erved by modern people would have 
greatly alleviated humanity's dis- 
ressess and heeled its wounds.

One of the Prophet's counsels 
to a leader which serve to illustrate 
these principles was, * Do not kill n 
woman, or a boy, or an old person, 
neither out a yielding tree, or demo- 
lish a populated place, or kill a cnttle 
unless for eating, cr sink or hum 
plam trees. * Another counsel being: 
Only God should punish by fire. " 



It is only too appropriate to 
refer in this rv.in.ieetnn, a* a time 
when the world i« sunk deeply in 
the '.orr.rs of war Cieated by man 
or his own destruction, in which he 
w;;«iftl his effort, blood and wealth, 
to certain aspects of islamic p'm-i- 
ples regarding wars, so that people 
may learn thai Islam is the religion 
of mercy, kindness, justice and reform. 



A further famous saving of the 
Prophet was to the efieci that, 
" Don't kill children in wars, and 
the people enquired, " O Prophet, 
but a<e not *h*y the children of 
infidels?" whereupon the P:o : >r.ei 
answered, " but are not the best of 
you the children of infidels ? " 

4) Islam further establishes in 
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for invasion and colonisation, nor has 
it consented to wars of oppression, 
and nersection urged by covetousness, 
or a desire to impose authority on 
the weak to extort their resouresc 
and reduce their standards of life. It 
considered all such wars as wars of 
aggressiveness and oppression that 
should not be prosecuted by any 
nation that held any respect for 
humane principles, and therefore 
restricted ihe scops of war being a 
necessity \viih ,- :i a narrow circle; 
lim;;! ig it io its reasonable causes 
and justifications such as :— 



The general basis of the just- 
ification of war is amply provided 
in God's saying, "As to those who 
have borne aims against you oa 
account of religion, and have dis- 
possessed you of your habitations 
and have assisted in dispossessing 
you, God f^rbkiderh you to enter in- 
to friendship wit!? them, and v/houe- 
ever tA you e.T.ef«;h into friendship 
with thtm, tlto'ie aid unjust doers.

Guidance to these aims is given 
in various parts of ihe Koran, e.g. 
"Fright for the sake of God's religion 
lln-'Se who fight you, but do not 
transgressors." "Fig-it against unbe- 
lievers cojlectively. as they fight 
against you, and know that God 
supports the pioui." "He permitted 
those who were wronged to fight, 
and God capable of bringing them 
victory, and commanded those who 
were injustly cemplled to leave their 
dwellings to iajr God is our Lord." 



A. Before the War (refer in this 



connection to the chapters of straggle 
and biography in the books of the 
"Hadith" ( Prophets, sayings ) and 

Moslem Legislation. 

Islam establishes that on no 
account should war be scarfed until 
the enemy's feolings of antagonism 
towards Moslems has been ascertai- 
ned, and when this has been ascer- 
tained it is incumbent upon Mosl- 
ems to nodi* their enemies of their 
intend. ins. '.'its is similar to the 
filial warnings in 'he modern inter- 
national practice and is cleariy illus- 
trated in the Prophet's saying to one 
of his leaders, "should those meet 
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who have not aggressed against 
them because of their religion or 
dwellings, and goes iurther in this 
direction to the extent of dealing 
kindly and generously with them. 
This constitutes the first state — the 
conditions of peace and friendly 
relatione. 

The Stateof War : 

As to the second state — of 
war and antagonism, it was viewed 
by Islam from various standpoints. 

I slams recognition of W(ir: 

Islam viewed war in itself as 
an unavoidable exigency necessitated 
by the nature of the auman society. 
slam ha* not, therefore, attempted 
Ito deny it, or In repute its consiste- 
ncy with the true requirements of 
human nature, but recognised it as a 
necessary means of meeting aggre- 
ssion, resisting oppression,, and cont- 
rolling revolutionary Moslems. 

War was recognised by Islam 
on the strength of the fact that 
human nature and social relations 
frequently engender disputes, antag- 
onisms, and aggressions against 
liberties, and violation of religious 
principles. 

Had Islam which is essentially 
a practical and reformatory legislat- 
ion that appreciates the strength of 



actual facts and not recognised war 
as a mean of resistance in face of 
aggression, and for removing such 
obstacles as were placed in the way 
of its appeal for the general good; 
the elements of corruption and evil 
supported by the power of aggress- 
ion and obstinacy would have des- 
troyed all possibilities for the succeii 
of the Islamic Moeement in it* early 
stages, thereby depriving humanity 
from gleaning the healthy fruits of 
this movement ? 

This sense is clearly illustrated 
by the Koran in God's saying, "Had 
it not been for God's urging people 
against each other, the world would 
have been a place of corruption, but 
God is indulgent towards people." 
"Had it not been for God's urging 
people against each other, rnonastnes 
and mosques wherein God's name is 
repeatedly celebrated would have 
been destroyed," 

The above is an illus'ration of 
Islam recognition of the legitimacy 
of war. 

Islam has, furthermore, consid- 
ered the justifications and the reasons 
of war in a way that conformed 
with its aim at general righteousness; 
equality among peopla, and uphold- 
ing the dictates of justice and mercy- 
It hat not, therefore, permitted wars 
which were motivated by a desire 
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and exchange benefits with each 
other, and to co-operate together 
without restriction except in so far 
as was necessitated by the prohibit- 
ion under Moslem legislation of 
certain dealings and relations as 
usury, marriages between Jews and 
Christians and Moslem women, or 
between Moslems and the unbeliev- 
ers In any heavenly religion. 

No restriction is placed no 
Moslems by their religion to institute 
such relations or to conclude such 
treaties as are in their discretion 
beneficial to them in the fields of 
commerce, industry, politics, educat- 
ion ur culture. They were at liberty 
to organise such relations on the 
basis which they found suitable, and 
which while being consistant with 
the normal rules of society, was not 
contradictory with their own mode 
ot lite. 

Islam further Jays down certain 
kinds of benefits whose appreciation 
is left to ths discretion of the 
community of Moslems. 

It is on this basis that Islam 
calls for the conclusion of treaties 
for the maintenance and preservation 
of the natural state of peace. An 
example of this being the treaty 
Made by the Prophet, peace be upon 
him, wiih the non-Moslems in the 
ear y jjeriod of his stay at Medina. 



j This treaty constituted the foundation 
; stone in Uk: structure of Islamic 
| Rule, as well as die first political 
| relation established by Islam, where- 
by the freedom of creed and thought 
J was recognised, and the security, 
I sanctity and civilisation of Moslems 
I assuree. 

Islam also called for the concl- 
usion of treaties of military alliance 
with non-Moslems as indicated by 
the Prophet's words, " Thou will 
make a peace with the Greek with 
whome thou will then fighi a comm- 
on enemy behind thee. " 

Various treaties of this nature 
were concluded by the Moslems of 
the distant past, while the Prophet 
himself had fought the tribe of 
Quraish in fulfilment of the "Khozaa" 
promise as provided under the 
" Hodaybeyah " peace treaty. 

The Koran has laid the found- 
ation of this peaceful relation in 
God's saying, " As to those who 
have not borne arms against \ou on 
account of religion, nor turned you 
out of ycur dwellings, God forbidd- 
eth you not to deal kindly with 
them, and to behave justly towards 
them; for G d loveth those who act 
justly. " 

This divine verse obviously 
authorises Moslems to establish such 
relations as they desired, with those 
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nations. 

Our intention from this essay ^ , 
to discuss the rules laid down by 
Islam for the organisation of intern- 
ational relations, by regulating : 

(1) Treatment accorded by one . 
Islamic country to another. j 

(2) Treatment meted out by an 
Islamic country to oon - moslcms 
residid within its territory. 

Anjstomic Country's^ Relations 
W i!h o ther Countries : 

Relations between mosiems and 
other nations may only be governed 
bv two situaJions : a situation of 
peace and cordiality, or a situation 
of war and dispute.

These 
methods include public speeches, 
messages to kings and rulers, and 
the hospitable receiving of delati- 
ons to whom Islamic principles are 
: explained and expounded. 



It is obvious, in the ligtv of the 
above, that Isiam views the first 
situation - that of peace - as the 
natural stale of affairs in which 
non - mosiems are only required not 
to hinder its appeal for the embl- 
ement of its principles, without 
placing anv obstacles, in its iwy # 
This is because the Islamic Mouem j ^-^ ^ _ 
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in this state of complete peace 
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Elements of the Islamic Move- 
ment : 

The Islamic Movement, how- 
ever numerous i's aspects may be 
can be summed up in one principle 
namely "The Appeal for Good" which 
may for the sake of detail, be divid- 
ed into three fundamental aims : 
(1) God's Unity. (2) Equality, and. 
(3) Justice. 

(1) Islam has, through the prin- 
ciple of God's Uni'y, dissipated the 
corruption of faith. It called upon 
people to respect their reasons, and 
to abandon idolatry, declaring that 
the Universe has an omnipotent and 
wise God who is alone worthy of 
their praver. 

Oj> — f 

"He whom human eyes cannot 
behold but He beholds them for He 
is indulgent and omniscient." 

This appeal to human reason 
did not, however, constitute any 
departure from the nature of human- 
ity, nor did it contradict any previous 
religion. It is the nature of God in 
wnich man was created. "He has of 
religion made legislation for your 
similar to our counsels to Noah, our 
reflations to you, and our command- 
ments to Moses and Jesus to esta- 
blish religion and not to differ con- 
cerning it." 

(2) Through the principle of 



equality, l',)o.m established the unity 
of all humanity which does not 
admit of any fern or racial discrim- 
ination. " O Men, verily we have 
created you of a ma! and a femal, 
and we have distributed you into 
nations and tribes', that you mi^ht 
know one another; verily the most 
honourable of you, in the sight of 
God, is the most pious of you. " 

" Men fear your Lord, who 
hath created you out of one man 
and out of him created his wife, and. 
from the two hath multiplied many 
men and women; and fear God by 
whom ye beseach one another, and 
respect women. '' 

(3) By justice Islam stamped 
ut despotism and arbitrariness, 
establishing peace, tranquility and 
satisfaction without differentiation 
between friends and enemies, faithful 
and idol worshippers. " We have 
Formerly sent our messengers with 
evident miracles and arguments; and 
balance, that men might observe 
justice." 

you who have believed, 
support Gad's commandments, and 
be truthful witnesses and not be 
discouraged inio injustice by other 
people's infidelity, for justice is nea- 
rer to piet). " 

On these bases, Islam formula- 
ted its policy of reform among 
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The Worl d before Islam. 

The world, before the Islamic 
Movement came into being, was 
deeply sunk in polifheism and idola- 
try, ignorance and£.fanaiicisrn; despo- 
tism and injustice. 

The general phenomena of 
human society at that time was cor- 
ruption in all aspects of life : cor- 
ruption of faith, social relations, 
systems of governments, and politics, 
while immorality was the rule. People 
were victims of fancies, misconcept- 
ions, suspicions, and erroneous be- 
liefs, and their characters and be- 
haviour dominated by carnal instincts, 
and savage disposition. Humane 
qualities were almas; absent from 
the society of that time. 

Relation between individuals, 
or nations were baser! upon power. 
The strong man aggressed against 
the weak one. and extorted his 
legitimate rights, while the victor 
subdued and humiliated the van- 
quished. 



In politics, the ambitions and 
worldly desires of rulers, and those 
in authority were the rule governing 
the relations between ihem and their 
peoples. They manage the people* 
affairs in a despotic maimer, wasting 
human life, tinting honours, r-nri ex- 
torting wealth at their free will. 

It was, therefore, God's wisdom 
tha> ordained to save the world from 
the prevalent corruption, and to heel 
it from these social evils that spread 
everywhere like epidemics, threaten- 
ing its whole being. 

Islam dawned, dispelling the 
darkness of evil and corruption, 
"Light and a perspicuous book of 
revelations come to you from God. 
Thereby will God direct him who 
shall follow his good pleasure, into 
the paths of peace; and shall lead 
them out of darkness into light, by 
his will, and shall direct them in the 
right way. [Verses 15 and 16 oi the 
Chapter of the Table. |
